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NEW ELECTION 
CALL BY MENZIES 
EAPEGIED IN ‘62

SYDNEY, Dec. 21 — Prime 

Minister Menzies has been re 
elected to head Australia's Lib 
eral-Country party government 
but indications are that new 
elections will be called before 
the end of 1962 because of the 
coalition’s majority of only two 
seats in the House of Repre 
sentatives. 

With the naming of a speaker, 
the new government will lose 
one of its 62 votes, cutting its 
working majority to one agaist 
the opposition Labor party's 61 
votes. 

Ordinarily, the Menzies gov- 
ernment would hold office for 
three years However, with 
nearly equal representation in 
Parliament for the two major 
political groups, problems are 
expected to rise which will force 
Menzies to call for a new elec- 
rion. 

Biggest Upset. 

The Dec. 9 election, the re- 
sults of which were uncertain 
until last Monday, was the big- 
cest political upset in Aus- 
tralia’s history. Before the poll 
Menzies had a record majority 
of 32-77 seats to Labor’s 45 and 
the Prime Minister expected to 
he returned with the loss of not 
more than five seats. 

Labor leader Arthur Calwell, 
despite optimistic statements be- 

re the election, mever expected 
to increase his party’s strength 
} more than seven or eight 
ge ats. 

The election poses two ques- 
tions Has Australia turned 
markedlv to the left? Is it on 

e eve of sweeping changes in 
domestic and foreign policies? 

The answer to these and sim- 
ilar questions is more humdrum 
than startling. ' 

The election was fought largely 
on loca! issues, chief of which was 
the slackening of business activ- 
ity, with consequent unemploy- 
ment brought about by the gov- 
ernment’s 1960 credit squeeze 
The government acted because it 
feared inflationary trends were 
building up toward an economic 
boom and bust. Overseas re- 
serves were running down, land 
prices were soaring, some bank- 
ing organizations were rais'ng 
money at abnormally high inter- 
est rates and re-lending it at 
even higher rates. The process 
hurt legitimate business interests 
as well as speculators 

Motor Orders Cut.

Reputation Improved. 
Calwell emerges from this 

election with a considerably en 
hanced reputation as Labor party 
leader. Now 65, he has been 
in Parliament since 1940 and 
held office as minister for in- 
formation and then immigration 
in the Curin and Chiefly govern- 
ments 

In contrast to an earlier 
fanaticism, Caldwell today is 
Creating an appearance of mod 
erate respectability. He promised 
“no socialization” during Parlia- 
gl term if Labor was re- 
turned to office, despite Labor’s 
ea lier unsuccessful attempt to 
nationalize private banking 

In foreign policy, dealings with 
Britain over Common Market 
problems and in defense a Labor 
government would not differ 
markedly from the Menzies gov- 
ernment Labor would be a 
little more forthright in foreign 
affairs; it would press for recog- 
nition of Communist China, not 
because it likes Communists. but 
because Australia needs China 
as an outlet for its wheat. butter 
wool and other farm products 

Labor would not reduce the

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Who Wants Congo Peace? 


The United Nations’ use of force in The 
Congo has always been aimed at bringing 
about fruitful negotiations between Premier 
Adoula and President Tshombe of Katanga. 
The talks now concluded have produced an 
encouraging agreement which on paper ap- 
pears to end the secession. But whether this 
agreement will be honored remains to be 
seen. Tshombe’s right-wing admirers in this 
country overlook the fact, but it remains a 
fact that Tshombe has repeatedly agreed to 
co-operate with the Central Government and 
has repeatedly broken his promises. 

This “educated, Christian, anti-Communist,” 
to use Richard M. Nixon’s adulatory phrase, 
is in fact a slippery opportunist of very few 
distinguishable principles, high or tow, It 
is nothing short of amazing that he has be- 
mused so many American conservatives like 
Senator Dodd who find him one of the great 
men of the century, a shining light of cour- 
age and morality bravely struggling for jus- 
tice against a wicked United Nations.

Tshombe professes to be a militant anti- 
Communist, and for many Americans this is 
enough. We wonder how many of his new- 
found devotees know that at several stages 
of his long fight against che kind of eco- 
nomically sound Congo state which the U.N. 
is trying to establish, Tshombe has threatened 
to or actually has sought Soviet aid. Last 
July 24, for example, at a time when things 
were going badly for his secessionist move- 
ment and the U.N. was getting ready to use 
force if necessary, he had his foreign min- 
ister officially announce that negotiations had 
been opened for help from the Communist 
bloc. A Tshombe delegation went to Stan- 
leyville for talks with Congolese leaders 
backed by the Communists, and other delega- 
tions went to Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia 
to seek aid. This does not make Tshombe a 
Communist, of course, but it makes him 
something less than the dedicated anti-Com- 
munist his right-wing friends in America 
paint him 

Nor is it true that brave Tshombe repre- 
sents a united Katanga people who, in the 
best tradition of Jefferson and Madison, seek 
to found a constitutional republic ovased on 
free enterprise. Tshombe is in act a tribal 
boss-man who has the support of somewhat 
less than half the population of Katanga. His 
party has only 27 to 60 seats in the provincial 
parliament, which seldom musters more than 
25 members at a session anyway, 31nd ‘s a joke 
as a democratic body

If there is a Senate investigation of Congo 
policy, we hope it will expose some of these 
myths about Tshombe and make clear the real 
basis of U.N..policy which the Kennedy Ad- 
ministration has rightly supported. It has 
always been the aim of that policy to facili- 
tate a settlement by the Congolese, not to im- 
pose a settlement upon them. But Tshombe 
has been the principal barrier to fruitful ne- 
gotiation because, backed by Belgian and 
British mining interests, he insisted on seces- 
sion, which would make an economically 
sound Congo state impossible. 

Some sort of confederation with a large 
degree of autonomy appears to be the best 
way out. If the Adoula-Tshombe talks result 
in such a settlement they will lay tne foun- 
dations for peace. But how successful the 
talks are may depend in the end upon wheth- 
er Tshombe’s backers really want Deuce. Are 
the mining interests ready to give up their 
fight against the U.N.? Or will they once 
more encourage Tshombe to go back on his 
word and renew the secessionist drive? Per- 
haps the negotiations at Kitona should be ad- 
journed to the financial quarters of Brussels 
and London. 


In Interest of Air Safety 

The Federal Aviation Agency has taken 
two steps in connection with the crash of a 
non-scheduled airliner, in which 74 Army re- 
cruits died, that should improve air travel 
safety. It has suspended Imperial Airlines, 
operators of the crashed airliner, and it is 
continuing an intensified monitoring of all 
non-scheduled or irregular lines. About half 
of the 45 non-scheduled lines have safety 
records as good as or better than the sched- 
uled lines, according to the FAA, but the 
other half includes some marginal operators 
who require constant surveillance. Judging 
by evidence brought out at the public hear- 
ing in the Imperial crash, it must have been 
in the marginal class. The FAA should lose 
no time in clamping down on other marginal 
operators. 


Taft-Hartley Changes 

When President Kennedy reluctantly in- 
voked the Taft-Hartley Act last summer in 
the maritime strike, there followed a flood 
of words and ideas for replacing the rigid in- 
junctive process of the law with a variety 
of procedures that would give the President 
flexibility in handling national emergency 
strikes. But it was premature to offer legis- 
lation at that time, it was argued, because 
it would open the doors to a whole series 
of Taft-Hartley amendments and would delay 
Congressional action on priority measures. 
As a new list of priority measures is drawn 
up for a new session of Congress, this argu- 
ment will again be heard. Taf#eHartley re- 
vision has been part of the Democratic Party 
platform for some time and the Administra- 
tion should press for it in Congress this 
session, 

A nine-man study group of the Committee 
for Economic Development, a private eco- 
nomic research organization, has recom- 
mended that when a national emergency 
strike threatens, the President be given alter- 
natives to the injunction. One is the appoint- 
ment of a board of experts before the strike 
deadline. The board would assist mediators 
in seeking a settlement and the board would 
have authority to make recommendations 
which could be made public. In the event of 
a strike, the President could order full or 
partial operation of struck facilities without 
an injunction. This procedure ‘vould combine 
the force of public opinion with the prestige 
of the White House to encourage a voluntary 
settlement and would “maximize the respon- 
sibilities laid upon private parties,” the study 
Says. 

Three members of the C.E.D. study group, 
Clark Kerr, David L. Cole, and George W. 
Taylor, are also members of President Ken- 
nedy’s labor management advisory council 
which is preparing a report on Taft-Hartley 
changes. Proposals for changes in the «past 
have been blocked by technical objections of 
management and labor experts, and the pub- 


lic’s stake has largely been ignored. Since 


public interest is the justification for Gov- 


ernment intervention in national emergency 
labor disputes, the Administration and Con- 
gress should act to protect this interest now 
instead of waiting until a crisis threatens. 


School Items for Jan. 23 

The St. Louis School Board's bond and tax 
proposals, to be submitted at the municipal 
special election Jan. 23, represent minimum 
needs. These needs must be met if the school 
system is to fulfill its clear responsibilities 
to the younger generation. 

Failure of parents and voters to approve 
retention of the presently-authorized $1.77 
operating levy would push the system to the 
edge of financial disaster. In that case, the 
tax rate automatically would fall to the 89- 
cent level that the Board can set on its own. 
The system would lose more than $10,000,000 
in state aid under the Foundation program. 
which requires a minimum local levy of $1 
for participation. The schools would be un- 
able to operate. 

As a practical matter, of course, the Board 
would have to refuse to take No for an an- 
swer. It would be compelled to resubmit the 
$1.77 levy or one relatively close to that 
level, which would require still another spe- 
cial election at a cost of some $90,000. That 
should not be necessary. The reform-domi- 
nated Board is asking for no more authority 
than it now has, and is asking it for only one 
year. Surely the voters will see the reason- 
ableness of this minimum tax request and 
grant it. 

The $23,180,000 bond issue also deserves to 
pass. While it totals 20 per cent less than a 
bond proposal that was defeated three times 
last year, the needs have changed not one bit. 
The money would be used to meet municipal 
fire-safety requirements, to modernize and 
add to certain schools and to build several 
large elementary structures, among other 
things. A lesser sum is sought this time be- 
cause of adjustments in the city’s fire-safety 
code and a reduced amount required to 
finance a new Northwest High and an addi- 
tion to McKinley High. 

The alternative to the school construction 
contemplated in the bond issue is continua- 
tion of the most unsatisfactory expedient of 
transporting elementary-age children from 
crowded schools to those with space, in most 
cases a trip of several miles. Some 4000 
voungsters daily are hauled to school in 
strange neighborhoods at a cost in excess of 
$300,000 a year. This money could better be 
spent retiring bonds issued to put up schools 
in neighborhoods where the children live. 
Then the people will have something more 
for their money than a fleet of worn-out 
busses. 

The present Board is dominated by men 
and women who are pledged to put the needs 
of the children first. It says these needs re- 
quire approval of the $1.77. operating levy 
and the $23,180,000 bond issue. It is right 


Pablo Casals on Franco 


A public image is important to a politician 
and the image of Mr. Kennedy as a friend 
of the arts was given a boost when cellist 
Pablo Casals broke a self-imposed exile to 
play at a White House dinner. Mr. Casals 
left Spain during the Civil War and previous- 
ly had not performed publicly in the United 
States in protest against its relations with 
Franco. 

Shortly after the Casals :ffair, Secretary 
Rusk went to Spain, embraced Franco, and 
pronounced himself impressed by the dicta- 
tor’s “wealth of information, understanding 
and vitality of thinking.” Perhaps secre- 
taries of state have to do this sort of thing in 
view of American air bases in Spain, but we 
liked the doughty way Pablo Casals fired 
right back with a restatement of. his opposi- 
tion to any democratic nation’s dealings with 
“the despotic dictatorial regime of Francisco 
Franco.” A social engagement at the White 
House is not going to change his opinions or 
shut him up, and he is to be admired for it. 


Just in Case 


Governor Dalton’s tax-study project falls 
in the category of prudent and necessary 
homework. If Missouri is going to improve 
and expand state services, as :t surely must 
in mental health and other costly fields, the 
chances are that the next Legislature will 
have to increase some taxes or tap new reve- 
nue sources. The big questions are: What 
taxes? And how much? 

The Governor prefers .o go along with the 
pleasant thought that no tax increases will 
be necessary—that they can be avoided by 
legislation promoting greater efficiency and 
economy in state government. Nobody will 
quarrel with his efforts to effect operational 
Savings, or to find ways of stepping up tax- 
law enforcement to .produce greater yields 
from existing levies.. Both are objectives of 
the tax study he is having made by the staff 
of the state comptroller. 

Fortunately the study alsu is going to ex- 
amine probable trends in state expenditures 
and seek to identify alternate sources of new 
revenue. If demands for service. continue to 
be heard, costs are likely to go up. Where 
will the new money come from? Judging by 
opinions expressed at the last Legislature, 
the most likely source is an increase in the 2 
per cent sales tax. A rise of.4% of 1 per cent 
would produce some $35,000,000 a year, or 
almost as much as the yield of the present 
state income tax. 

But if revenue needs do grow, it is better 
to have more than one alternative source in 
hand, particularly if equity is to be consid- 
ered. We hope that Mr. Dalton, while argu- 
ing for economy, wants to be prepared for 
anything. 


For the Christmas List 


After a survey of facts rather than opin- 
ions, Dr. George Gallup, the percentage man, 
reports that nine out of every 100 families 
helped the party of their choice finance its 
1960 political campaign. That is a consider- 
able improvement over 1956 when only three 
in every hundred recognized ‘heir obligation 
in connection with this aspect of the cost of 
democratic government. Coming out in this 
season, the figures are a reminder that no 
child can be more eager for a gift—even a 
small gift—than the political organization 
which wants to be effective without being 
suspect. Most people may not have the Dem- 
ocrats or the Republicans on their Christmas 
gift. But why not revive their faith in Santa 
Claus?

The M vsterious Mistletoe 


Missourts Yuletide Plant Differs From That Used in Ancient Rites in Europe

The botanists call it Phoradendron 
flavescens — ‘‘false mistletoe’? — and 
their studies have for themselves at 
least, removed or hidden the reverence 
and superstitions that formerly sur- 
rounded this unusual plant. 


The mistletoe of Europe is not the 
same plant as ours. In England, 
France, Germany and other countries 
of Europe mistletoe is properly Viscum 
alba, and its host is chiefly the apple 
tree. The parasitic 
method of growth, 
in ii veinless leaves, 

pearl -like berries 
of with their extreme- 
ly sticky pulp,

and the selective- 

ness of -the host 
species is similar to our native 
mistletoe. 

The green mistletoe leaves, fading 
to a golden-yellow during the winter 
months, reminded the ancients of a 
flash of fire, as though caused by a 
bolt of lightning exploding in the tree 
top. This color, plus the fact it was 
a plant growing on and from another 
plant, made it unusual. Its preference 
for the apple tree and, once in a great 
while flourishing on the white. oaks, 
made it doubly remarkable. In the 
minds of primitive people, it was a 
manifestation of the gods. 


The people of Sweden fasten a spng 
of the plant to the gable ends of their 
houses to prevent fires from destroy- 
ing them. Possibly the fable that light- 
ning never strikes twice in the same 
place has some connection with this 
old custom. Elsewhere in Europe a 
divining rod made of mistletoe is often 


used to seek buried treasure, and the 
dried and powdered leaves have been 
used for those inflicted with epilepsy 
and convulsions. 

In order that the magical powers of 
the plant be at their height it was 
necessary to gather the branches dur- 
ing either the longest day of the year, 
in deference to the gods for the extend- 
ed period of sunlight and accompany- 
ing harvests, or the shortest day of 
the year, as a prayer for the ‘sun to 
return ana bless the land. The method 
of cutting also followed a careful pat- 
tern; the mistletoe must be severed 
from its host by means of a golden 
scythe, caught on a white cloth, and 
by some peoples could be only cut by 
the priests or Druids. 

According to some, the true meaning 
of the word mistletoe is ‘‘all healer,”’ 
tying in with some of the uses to which 
the plant was put. Other authorities 
trace the meaning of the word through 
devious paths to ‘‘dung twig,”’ which 
may refer to the fact that its seeds 
are spread by birds. 

Here in Missouri the mistletoe, 
though similar to the European spe- 
cies, is different botanically. Only a 


partial parasite, it occurs in the south- 
ern:part of the state and is generally 
found only on sycamore or gum. Possi- 
bly there is a species or subspecies for 
each different tree species, but this is 
not certain. 

South of Missouri mistletoe becomes 
more common and, not too far south 
of our border, the plant comes up out 
of the river bottoms. In north-central 
Mexico it occurs high in the moun- 
tains. Regardless of where it is found, 
however, similar species of the para- 
sitic plant occur on similar trees. 

Mocking birds, robins and other seed 
eaters feed on the berries of mistletoe 
that ripen in the fall and hang on the 
parent plant throughout the winter 
months. The pulp of the berries is so 
sticky that birds, in an effort to clean 
their beaks of the clinging remnants, 
wipe their bills on the top branches of 
various roosting and resting places 

If the ‘napkin host tree’ is of the 
proper kind, and provided viable seeds 
are in the leavings, then during the 
warm days of February and March the 
seed sprouts. Protected by the dried 
pulp, it sends a peg-like root into the 
inner bark and sapwood of the host. 
There the mistletoe grows and pros- 
pers with the host plant, teking only 
water and small amounts of mineral 
salts contained therein. The plant man- 
ufactures its own food necessary for 
growth, and the principal damage is 
constriction of the host branch at the 
point of attachment. Male and female 
plants occur separately. 

There remains only the Yuletide 
hanging of mistletoe as a ise and mar- 
ket for this plant. Though there ap- 
pears to be little connection with light- 
ning and “kissing under the mistletoe,” 
we are not here to judge. Personally, 
I'm of the opinion it often pays to per- 
mit some types of lightning to strike 
as often as possible,

| Intensified efforts to enforce 
the Sunday sales law in St. Louis 
county will be made Sunday, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 
Plans to be followed by St 
Louis County Police Department 
have been outlined by the county 


prosecuting attorney and police 
officials 
Municipalities in the count, 


have varied opinions what action 
they will take to enforce the law, 
it was learned 

Six members of the county 
police department will visit com 
mercial! establishments selling on 
Sunday in unincorporated areas 
of the county, Capt. H. C. Birmes, 
head of the aepartment's secu 
rity division, said 

Birmes and Norman H. Ander- 
gon, county prosecuting attorney 
will make a survey of the unin- 
corporated areas to see which 
stores are open 

Anderson told the Post - Dis 
patch that the six oificers have 
been instructed to make pur 
chases in stores that are selling 
non-essential items. Action they 
shopld take following the pu: 
chase will depend on the type 
of store. 

Te Face Criminal Charges. 

*‘In the case of owner-Operated 
establishments, an arrest will be 
made,”’ Anderson said. ‘Thess 
persons will face criminal charges 
in magistrate court.’ 


‘We will not make 4rrests | 
the larger establishménts,”’ An 
Gerson said. ‘‘We will take the 


names of the clerks selling the 
goods, warn the manager or op 
erator, and make checks on the 
ectablishment at a later date.”’ 

“If the store continues to sel! 
on Sunday, civil action wil! be 
taken against the company in an 
effort to have its corporate 
gharter revoked,’”’ Anderson said 

“If a store is not incorporated, 
but large enough so that our 
office feels the standard $50 fine 
is insufficient, our office will file 
injunctions against the owner 
prohibiting Sunday sales. 

“If he continues to operate, he 
will be in contempt of court.” 

The Missouri Supreme Court 
recently upheld the 136-year-old 
state law prohibiting sale on 
Sunday of all goods except ‘‘any 
drugs or medicines, provisions 
or other articles of immediate 
necessity.” 

A registered letter was recent- 
fy sent by Anderson’s office to 
all known violators of the law. 
The letter explained the law, the 
possible punishments, and ac- 
tions that would be taken 

49 Arrested Since March. 

County police have made 40 
arrests of violators of the law 
since March. Capt. Birmes said 
31 persons had been arrested 
since Sept. 24, when an intensi- 
fied drive was started. 

In addition, more than 75 
eases are pending before county 
courts. 

“Almost one’ half of these 
eases have arisen from com- 
plaints filed with our office by 
citizens’ groups or individuais,”’ 
Anderson said. Five persons 
have been found guilty under 
the law and three have pleaded 
guilty, he said. 

Anderson, Birmes and several 
municipal officials told the Post- 
Dispatch that owners of small 
and large retail establishments 
had asked for a suspension of 
action until after the first of the 

ear. 

“Operators of several of the 
Jarger concerns have approached 
our office and said they would 
conform to the law after the 
first of the year,”’ Anderson said 
He did not indicate whether ac- 
tion would be taken against 
these stores on the next two Sun- 
days. 

Delay In Kansas City. 

The requests are apparently 
due to the action of the prose- 
cuting attorney in Kansas City, 
Anderson said. The attorney 
there agreed to withhold further 
violators 


action against until 
after Jan. 1. 
Anderson spoke before the 


county police official's organiza- 
tion recently and offered as- 
sistance from his department to 
any municipal department that 
wished to enforce the Sunday sale 
law. 

Action taken by county police 
departments varies considerably, 
a survey by the Post-Dispatch in- 
dicated. 

Persons employed at two dis- 
count houses in St. Ann have been 
‘arrested on several occasions by 


‘the St. Ann Police Department. , 


The offenders were fined $50 in 
the city police court, Mayor Clar- 
ence G. Tiemeyer said. 

/ “They are still open, however, 
‘and I would imagine our action 
|against them will continue,” Tie- 
meyer added. 

Other merchants in St. Ann 
have agreed to close on Sundays 
if the two large discount houses 
in that community do likewise, 
the mayor said.

We have found the same feeling 
among other operators of stores 
that are open on Sunday.” 

Swantner said action in the 
past had been delayed because 
no instructions had been re- 
ceived from county officials, 

& Florissant Stores Open. 
About eight stores have been 
selling non-essential goods on 
Sunday in Florissant, a spokes- 
man for the police department

“We have made several ar- 
rests in the past,”’ he said, “‘and 
we are going to simply co-oper- 
ate with the county officials 
from now on.”

SUBSIDIZED HELP Getting Judge's Viewpoint 


FOR MUSICIANS |S 
URGED BY UNIONS | 


Presidents of the two St. Louis 
musicians unions agree that per- 
formance of music in the county 
by professional musicians may 
not survive unless efforts to sub- 
sidize it are made by municipal 
governments. 

“Anything short of public aid 
will not save professional music 
from extinction,” said George 
Smith, president of Local No. 
179. American Federation of Mu- 
sicians. ‘‘Our local this year is 
doing less than one-fourth of the 
business we did last year in the 


countv. This cannot be attrib- 
uted to one bad year. For the 
past several years, the decline 


has been consistent.” 


Kenneth Farmer, president of 


Local No. 2, American Federa 
tion of Musicians, said: 
‘‘Although the revenue from the 


performance of music in St Louis 
countv has increased this year, 
the number of musicians 
ployed has decreased.” 
Park Concerts Given. 

County municipalities have not 
indicated that financial assist- 
ance for the musical arts 1s 
forthcoming. Farmer illustrated 
this by citing three park concerts 
given last year. 

The concerts, jointly sponsored 
and paid for by the Music and 
Performers Trust Fund of the

Impact of Recorded Music. 

Both men attributed the prob- 
lem of professional music to sev- 
eral factors, but primarily to the 
growth of recorded music. This, 
combined with the growth of 
television as public entertain- 
ment has reduced the use of 
live music, and consequently, 
forced professional musicians to 


seek alternative means of sup- 


port, they said. 

“It has become almost impos- 
sible for musicians to support 
themselves solely from their in- 
comes as performing artists.” 
Farmer said. “Nearly every 
member of our local is forced 
to rely in part on income from 
other sources.” 

Smith said this was also true 
for members of Local No. 197 

“One of the larger orchestras 
working through Local 197 is 
composed of 14 musicians,”’ 
Smith said. *‘Even though they 
work more regularly than some 
of our other local members, 
every one of them has found it 
necessary to find employment in 
addition to playing. Eleven of 
them are working as teachers; 
the remaining three are govern- 
ment employees during the day,” 

Many Free Entertainments. 

Frederick Laufketter, business 
agent for Local No. 2, said that 
the musicians unions are doing 
everything possible to help the 
individual musician, at the same 
time contributing to the aesthetic | 
pleasure and needs of the com- 
munity. 

Money from the Music and 
Performers Trust Fund of the 
Recording Industries is used by 
the two locals to hire musicians 
for performances at hospitals, | 
schools and worthy charitable 
organizations. 

In the Young Audience series, 
musicians from Local] No. 2 per- 
formed chamber music for stu- 
dents at public and parochial 
schools throughout the city and 
county. Music therapy programs 
are given regularly at hospitals 
and homes for the aged. 

What Legislation Did. 

Farmer said, ‘‘In addition to 
our attempts to obtain aid on a 
local level, we are making ef- 
forts to have music receive state 
and federal aid as well. In spite 
of the setback the musical arts 
received on the state level in 
the last session of the Missouri 
Legislature, we are hopeful the 
citizens will eventually support 
state aid for leading musical or- 
ganizations.” 

Farmer's reference was to 
House Bill No. 720. The bill 
sought state funds to finance per- 
formances at schools thrughout 
the state by orchestras, symph- 
onies and artists of ability. Al- 


‘though the bill was recommended 


for passage by the House Educa- 
fion* Committee, it was stricken 
from the calendar for lack of 
support.

AT LINDBERGH, 
MANCHESTER 


The electric traffic control 
®ysterm at Manchester and Kirk- 
wood (Lindbergh boulevard) 
roads, Kirkwood, will be mod- 
ernized soon, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

The project will involve instal- 
lation of more efficient equip- 
ment, a spokesman for the State 
Highway Department said. Im- 
provements are necessary be- 
cause of the worn condition of 
the present signals, he added. 

An increase in the number of 
traffic accidents at the inter- 
section has been noted by the 
Kirkwood Police Department. 
The increase has been caused 
by the inadequacy of the present 
signals, a spokesman for the 
police department said. 

“We find the present signals 
are not operating properly at 
all times,”’ he said. “At least 10 
accidents at the intersection have 
occurred during the present 
year.” 

Among faulty conditions report- 
ed by the State Highway De 
partment were: Shortened left 
turn signal time; omission of 
left turn signals; omission of all 
traffic signals for one direction 
of traffic, and concurrent red and 
yellow or yellow and green sig- 
nals in all directions. 

“Difficulties in the operation 
of the signal seem to come in 
cycles,” the spokesman said. 
“We have noticed that during the 
colder weather the trouble has 
increased.” 

Among improvements to be in- 
cluded in the new control sys- 
tem will be devices to measure 
traffic making left turns from 
Manchester and Kirkwood. 

“We hope to eliminate some 
of the delay now expericenced 
by through traffic,” the spokes- 
man said. “The new system will 
count the left turn traffic and 
if the amount going one direc- 


tion is heavier than that going | 


the other, the system will remove 
the left turn signal from the 
lesser amount and flash both 


left turn and through signals for | 


the traffic with the larger *num- 
ber of cars turning left. 

“This will mean traffic going 
in one direction, say south on 
Kirkwood, will be able to move 
right, left and through, while 
traffic coming north on Kirk- 
wood will be completely halted.”

26,"" Chambers said. “It is now 
developing comprehensive job 
classifications, 
and pay schedules, which should 
be ready for submission to the 
County Council within two 
weeks.”

porate the recommendations into . 


a personnel ordinance which 


would include al! information 
pertinent to the various jobs, 
Chambers said. 

At present, only two of 171 


regular employes of the revenue 
department are under civil serv- 
ice regulations. They are the as 
sessor and his deputy. 

Cause of Delay. 

Reason for the delay in estab 
lishing a complete merit system 
for the department, which was 
formed lac. March by combining 
the offices of the assessor and 
collector, was that at the time of 
consolidation no job classifica- 
tion or descriptions and no pay 
schedules existed, Chambers 
said 

“We set about to compile these 
things as soon as we could,” 

said. ‘‘We completed the var- 
ious Classifications and schedules 
in October and referred them to 
the commission for approval and 
revisions.” 

Mrs. Peter Wulfing, who head- 
ed a citizens committee that 
brought about the creation of 
the revenue department, said 
she hoped that the civil service

MADE IN DRIVE 
A FOR CIVIL RIGHTS 


The past seven years have been 
marked by an “unprecedented 
thrust toward realization of equal- 
ity of opportunity’ for all Amer- 
icans, Mrs. Lester Caplan, chair- 
man of the St. Louis capter of 
the American Jewish Committee, 
said recently. 

Mrs. Caplan made the state- 
ment in connection with a review 
of ‘The People Take the Lead,” 
an annual committee roundup of 
civil rights developments. 


Along with achievement of the 
nation’s greatest advances in civil 
rights legislation since the Civil 
War, the period since 1954 has 
witnessed for the first time sit-ins 
freedom rides and other forms 
of popular’ demonstration’ for 
equal rights, she said. 

The accelerated pace of civil 


rights progress has. been “‘espe- 
cially noteworthy’ during the 


past year. Mrs. Caplan noted, 
explaining that private citizens’ 
groups have joined governmental 
officials in their concern for indi- 
vidual dignity. 

She listed the following 1961 
events as particularly significant 

1. For the first time since the 
Supreme Court ruling, school de- 
segregation was accomplished 


without incident in the Deep 
South. 
2. Congress extended the life 


of the Federal Civil Rights Com- 
mission for two more years, and 
the Commission sought ‘‘sweep- 
ing’’ executive and congressional! 
action in the fields of voting, 
education, employment, housing 
and legal justice. 

Twelve new law initi 
ated by the Department of Jus- 
tice in Southern counties brought 
to 22 the total number of court 
actions designed to insure the 
right of Negroes to vote.

A beef standing rib roast 
makes an elegant entree for a 
holiday dinner, and certainly one 
that is easy to prepare. A stand- 
ing rib roast with three or more 


ribs is a real show-off, but it 
does take some skill in carving 
at the table. For a host not so 
skilled, a rib roast that has had 
the bones removed and is then 
rolled and tied before roasting 
is a better choice.

Who Didn’t Shoot 


NEW YORK, Dee. 21 (AP). 

SOMETIME, years and years from now, my daughter will 
ask me around Christmas day what I appreciate most. 

If I am honest, I will have to tell her that the sweetest 
second of my existence was the one after I was sure that a 
man didn’t shoot me 
through the head. 

At the close of the Sec- 
ond World War, another 
correspondent and I were 
at Pilsen, Czechoslovakia. 
It was about 55 miles from 
Prague, and the Czechs 
sent men through the lines 
pleading for the Americans 
to come and free their 
capital. 

This could not be done. 
A political line had been 
drawn. 

I asked the commander 
of our area whether we 
correspondents might 
move. He implied he had 
more important concerns 
at the moment. 

The Germans had, we 
hoped, been given an order 
not to fire toward the west

that day. 

| Cy Peterman of the Philadelphia Inquirer and I took e 
jeep and drove to Prague through 55 miles of fully armed 
Germans retreating to the West. 

The citizens of Prague greeted us as if we were the van- 
guard of the American Army sent to free them, as their emis- 
saries had asked. We were not. We were only two United 
States correspondents in a jeep. 

Shortly after Cy and I entered Prague, a Russian motor- 
evcle came in from the west. Then, Russian after Russian 
came in. 

Peterman tried speaking broken German. I am afraid that 
T looked like a German sergeant in search of command. The 
Czechs knew we were Americans, but the incoming Russians 
didn’t 

Twice the Russians started to shoot us. The Czechs in- 
tervened. I figured we might run out of local help and said, 
“Cy, I think we’d better get out of here—our allies don’t 
seem to know us too well.” 

We left—with the help of the exhilarated Czech patriots. 

We caught up with the retreating fully armed German 
F.S. columns and drove through and past them back to the 
erea of Pilsen again. 

As we neared Pilsen the patrols of the United States Sec- 
ond Infantry Division were disarming the arriving Germans. 
They pointed at the roadside ditch, and the Nazis threw down 
their arms. 

Cy wanted a souvenir and slowed our jeep as a German 
truck loaded with Nazi troops paused at a throwaway point. 
We got down into the ditch to pick up some guns as souvenirs. 

I looked up and there was a German with a pistol pointed 
at the middle of my forehead. I thought, “Well, this ia just 
my luck. After all these years, at the last moment I have to 
meet a surrendering German who has enough sense of humor 
to pull a final trigger.’’ 

There was only one thing to do. I gestured imperatively at 
the ditch. Beyond the grand canyon of the mouth of his pistol 
I saw a doubt in his eyes. I gestured imperatively again at 
the ditch. 

He hesitated and then his gun tumbled down into the 
ditch. I reached down and seized it. . . . and got out of there. 

But after all these years I am grateful at Christmas... 
and other times ... to that unknown German soldier who 
could have pulled that trigger, considered it—and didn’t.

Harold Lloyd Rates Today’s

HAROLD LLOYD EARNED 
$2,000,000 a year and a world- 
wide reputation in the '20s for 
a series of some 487 comedy 
films in which he often played a 
shy, inept young man with 
horn-rimmed glasses who fum- 
bled his way to touchdowns and 
winning the girls. He is now e 
ruddy, energetic 67 and prepar- 
ing to release again his 1925 
silent film, “The Freshman,” 
with a new musical score and 
sound effects. When I visited 
Lloyd in his home the other day 
—the 32-room mansion is set on 
20 acres of expensive Beverly 
Hills property—conversation nat- 
urally enough turned to comedy, 
past and present. 

“T am not too strong for pres- 
ent-day sick comics,” Lloyd said 
“T know a comedian has to be 
different to lift himself out of 
the ordinary run of comics but 
people like Lenny Bruce and 
Mort Sahl don’t seem to have 
bothered learning the formula 
of comedy. 


“Picasso -would have been a 
fraud today if he hadn’t mastered 
the other accepted forms of ex- 
pression in painting first before 
creating his own style. Today’s 
sick comics depend on the verb- 
al rather than the ocular. How- 
ever there are some who have 
managed to overlap. I mean 
they have learned the formula 
and adapted to modern demand. 
There are Red Skelton, Danny 
Kaye and Jack Benny. They are 
all lap-overs. 

“You may think I’m crazy for 
saying it but I consider Jack 
Lemmon one of the most out- 
standing comedians today. His 
comedy seems to come from 
somewhere ceep inside. It’s a 
sort of frantic inner feeling. He 
has proved, along with people 
like Alec Guinness, Milton Berle, 
Ed Wynn, Jackie Gleason and 
Art Carney, that comics can be 
fine dramatic actors and can 
do their Hamlets when given the 
opportunity.” 

Asked whom he considered to 
be the great comics of the past, 
Lloyd said without hesitation, 
“Charlie Chaplin was the great- 
est, then Laurel and Hardy—I 
gave them their first job as a 
team—W. C. Fields and Buster 
Keaton.

“The way you rate anybody is 
to ask yourself, ‘Can I visualize 
anybody else doing that part?’ 
If the answer is no then you are 
looking at a unique personality.” 

Lloyd, who wears horn-rimmed 
glasses with lenses in them 
these days unlike the horn-rims 
he wore professionally in his 
films, recalled that he played a 
couple of stock comedy char- 
acters in silents starting in 1910 
before developing the ‘‘guy with 
the glasses’’ in 1915. “‘I got the 
idea that if I wore glasses and 
looked studious I could be one 
clown who would win the girl at 
the end of the film without it 
seeming out of place,’’ he said. 

“You know if you do one thing 
which is unbelievable the au- 
dience begins to disbelieve the 
whole character.

Parents of a junior high student should encourage 
and help him with his planning.

Planning should begin with an assessment of the student's 
strengths and weaknesses. It is logical to build his plans for 
the future around the skills and abilities that are strongest 
now. His planning should take into consideration the kind of 
grades he has been making—and in what subjects. It should 
consider his physical and mental health and how well he 
likes school. 

School counselors can be very helpful in planning. They 
have many test results from which to make judgments. What 
does his counselor say about his probable success in various 
types of colleges? Granted that tests are not infallible and 
that success depends much on the will to succeed, they are 
stil] not to be ignored, 


Once the goal is set, the short-range decisions fall 
into place more easily. If the student has a college 
goal, and it seems to be within the range of his po- 
tential and his present attainment record, planning can 
become quite specific. Get college catalogues as a 
guide for selecting courses that meet the entrance re- 
quirements. You can encourage him to give these 
courses his best effort. 

Help him select a college that will be most appropriate for 
his needs. Colleges vary nearly as much as students. They 
range from those which admit only “A” students, then weed 
out half of these, to those which admit “‘C’’ students and give 
them an education appropriate to their needs.
